turning from the front disabled and 
need convalescent nursing.

FIRST HONORS 


Come to Everett Boy for Rescuing a 


Number of French Soldiers. 


The first Bedford county boy to 
win honors in France is Geo. Earle 
Robinet, of Everett, who has been 
decorated with the French War Cross 
in recognition of his bravery a few 
days ago on the front line. 
Driving | 
his ambulance and suffering terribly 
f^Lfa. gas, Robinet succeeded in res- 
.^Pig a number of wounded French 
soffliers and getting them to a posi-l 
tion of safety. He, with an Ohio boy,! 
was mentioned in dispatches from the j 
front. Earle Robinet, who is 24 yrs. | 
of age, is a son of H. B. Robinet, of 
Everett, and prior to his enlistment 
last June in the American Ambulance 
Corps, he was a student at the Uni- 
versity, Philadelphia. 
He was im- 


mediately sent over and attached to 
the French army, being in active ser- 
vice almost continuously since then. 
The young hero is a brother of Ed- 
ward B Robinet, first lieutenant in 
the U. S. Navy, who is now assistant 
naval attache for Denmark, Sweden j 
and Norway, and was in charge of the 
Belgian Relief (Christmas) ship a 
year ago

In a recent letter to relatives he| 
stated that they were in camp about 
eight kilometers (six miles) from the 
front and along the line of the recent 
German advance. 
His address was 
S. S. U 634, Convois Autos, Par B. 
C. M., France. A brother. Perry Rob- 
inet, is manager o fthe Everett Sup- 
ply Company, merchants, at Everett.

He is more 
hugable than I am. I'm getting tired 
of the hugging business anyhow and 
want to be retired from that but how 
can I when I meet so many unhugged 
women who are weeping and •wailing 
and gnashing their store teeth be- 
cause of the failures of their hus- 
bands and neighbors. I'll forgive her 
this time because it was not altogeth- 
er her fault; blame those preachers 
and one of them was from Bedford 
too. 


Mrs. Temk's daughter was just 
fresh married to a man named Wahl. 
She will hear a caterwaul before next 
whippoorwill time. I gave her a wed- 
ding present that will make her re- 
member me when she is old as her 
mother and that is some old. I at- 
tended the Lutheran convention one 
session I could tell that Rev. Alle- 
ban was there soon as they bagan to 
sing. That melodious auburn voice 
of his wakes one up after a preacher 
soothes him to sleep. I left Madley 
because the town was too big to put 
in Trty buggy to take along. I had a- 
bout fifty subscribers packed in and 
needed all the room for them and the 
twenty-five more I intended to get. _ 
I stopped down at Dan, Yutzy.s and I 
tried to count his children but thei 
Mrs. came out. So I drove on down to j 
Gravel Pit. Here Mrs. Simon Mull be- 
gan to tremble. She thought I had 
come back there for another mess of 
mush and milk and she had not re- 
covered from what she gave me a- 
bout a year ago. Women can remem- 
ber some things better than others. 
'She told me about it and it cost her 
$1.50. When people remind me of my 
long comings I make 'em pay. I stopp- 
ed later at the home of C. E. Stuiby. 
He is a school teacher who, like most 
all other teachers has to work hard 
during his vacation to keep the pot 
boiling for the family. People seem 
to not think that a teacher is worthy 
of his hire as well as a laborer. The 
teacher is paid a meagre salary dur- 
ing the 
school term but when the 
term ends they expect him to attend 
a normal school without pay, pay 
board and keep up with the times on 
Wind while his wife and children may 
paddle their own canoe without water 
That's why I had to quit that pro- 
fession. I got too lean. 
Men seem 
willing to pay a public official from 
$1000 to $12,000 per year but think 
five or six hundred 
enough for a 


public school teacher who is worth a 
dozen of the average political office 
holders to any community. Any kind 
of man can hold ffice but a man must 
be educated to teach school. Teachers 
must live on patience^and their wives 
on pennies.

ministrator, So Assures 
People ot Pennsylvania. 


Wheat can be cut out entirely from 


the diet without injury to health. This 
assurance is given to the people of 
Penn&yl\ania by Howard Heinz, Fed- 
eral Food Administrator for the state. 
He said: 


"1 make this assertion without re- 


servation, on the authority of the most 
eminent scientists in America, who 
have investigated the question most 
thoroughly. They conducted their in- 
vestigation recently at the request of 
Herbert Hoover, D. S. Food Adminis- 
trator. The Board of Inquiry was 
composed of such men as Dr. R. H. 
Chitteuden, Professor of Phj siologlcal 
Chemistry, Dean of the Sheffield Scien- 
tific School at Yale; Dr. Graham I/usk, 
Professor of Physiology at Cornell; 
Dr. B. V. McCollum, Professor of Bio- 
Chemistry at John Hopkins; C. L. Als- 
beig, Chief of the Bureau of Chemis- 
try of the D. S. Department of Agri- 
culture; Dr. F. C. Langworthy, Chief 
of the Home Economics Division, State 
Bxtention Service, Department of Agri- 
culture ; Dr. Alonzo E. Taylor, Profes- 
sor of •'Physiological Chemistry at the 
University of Pennsylvania. The other 
members of the board are men of equal 
prominence in scientific achievement. 
No group of higher physical authority 
could be assembled in America. To 
them was put this question: 'To what 
extent can wheat to which we are now 
accustomed in our diet be reduced 
without injury to the health of the 
individuals of the nation?' Their ans- 
wer was: 'It is the scientific opinion 
of the committee that in a mixed diet 
wheat may be entirely replaced, with- 
out harm, by other available cereals, 
namely, rice, barley, corn and oats.' 


"It is only because of the great na- 


tional and 
international emergency 


which exists that the Food Administra- 
tion makes use of this deliberate judg- 
ment of the physiological experts call- 
ed in for advice. It is recognized that 
because of economic and commercial 
reasons not all of the people of the 
country can go without bread based on 
wheat, but it is certain that a great 
many people can do so easily, and it 
is my belief that most of the people 
in this country who can dispense en- 
tirely with wheat from now until the 
next harvest ought to do so, for the 
sake of maintaining the wheat bread 
supply for the armies and civilians of 
our fighting associates in Europe, as 
well as 
for 
our 
own soldiers in 


France."

Can We Get Along Without the 


Internal Revenue Tax Paid 


By Liquor Men? 


The United States Government'receives annually three hun- 


dred million dollars from liquor deaters through the internal 
revenue tax. 


And the liquor men are insisting that if their business is de- 


stroyed and this sum of money is nolonger paid into the treasury 
of our country, we are sure to lose the war and that other great 
calamities will befall us. 


As a matter of fact, who pays this three hundred million dol* 


lars? Sure not the liquor men; it is paid by the consumed—the 
man who drinks booze. 


And what is this three hundred million dollars used for? 


Presumably it is used to pay the legitimate expenses of the 
Government. 


If this is 'true, then it's a fair tax for all to pay. 
Why may it not be placed upon any commodity which is 


generally used by all the people? 


For example, we spend as much for bread and clothing as we 


do for booze. If the three hundred million dollars now raised 
through the internal revenue tax were raised through taxation 
upon bread and clothing, it would amount to just three dollars 
per year per person. 


But this isn'twhat the average workingman would be com- 


pelled to pay. 
The apportionment of the entire sum would de- 


pend upon the amount and quality of the bread and clothing pur- 
chased. 
The well-to-do-man pays more for his clothing than the 


workingman, and he would pay just that much more in propor- 
tion of the total tax. 


It is altogether likely that the 'average workingman would 


not pay more than one dollar per year—the price of a two-cent 
postage stamp per week—if the entire internal revenue tax now 
paid by the liquor men were to be paid by bread and clothing 
manufacturers. 


And it will be worth an extra two-cent postage stamp each 


wek to live in the United States with all the saloons wiped out. 


Furthermore, it will not be necessary .to raise three hundred 


million dollars if the saloons are abolished, because it will no 
longer be necessary to take care of the wreckage of the liquor 
business. 
It is altogether likely that we are paying fully as 


much as this through indirect taxation because the saloons exist, 
for many of us are called upon to privatly take care of many of 
those who have been wrecked by the liquor 'business. 


And again, the transfer of money now invested in the liquor 


business to legitimate industry will employ 250,000 wage earners 
—four times as ma<ny wage earners as are now employed in the 
manufacture of liquor. 


There are other important advantage which would come to 


us were to obtain in other ways the amount now raised through 
the internal revenue tax upon the liquor business. 


Therefore, we need not be at all alarmed as to what will be- 


come of the United States if the liquor men no longer make us a 
"present" of the three hundred million dollars they talk so much 
about.

WO weeks ago the Telephone Company re- 
quested all telephone users to please refrain 


from asking the operators for the correct time, ex- 
plaining that this request was necessary because 
of the considerable volume of such calls which,

Early in the morning, the first day

(3) Their perplexity (w. 3, 4). 
They questioned as to who should 


roll away the large stone from the 
mouth of the tomb. To their surprise 
they found the stone removed. They, 
like us, find their difficulties are re- 
moved before they come to them. If 
they had believed him, their ^anxieties 
and sorrows would not have been. 


II. The Angel in the Tomb (w. 5-8). 
Jesus knew that these women would 


come to the sepulcher with unbeliev- 
ing hearts, so he had an angel waiting 
there to ^announce to them the fact of 
his resurrection. How many times we 
are helped out of doubts and difficul- 
ties by an angel which the omniscient 
Lord knew would be needed at a par- 
ticular time. 
With such companions 


and helpers no place need seem lone- 
ly, and no condition need affright us. 
The angel's message: 


1. "Be not affrighted" (v. 6). 
What comforting words these must 


have been to these bewildered women. 
The open tomb is the cure for fear; 
it steadies our hearts when things look 
dark and ws do not understand. 


2. "Ye seek Jesus of Nazareth, who 


was crucified (v. 6). 


This three-fold designation 
with 


marvelous clearness shows: 


(1.) His humanity—Jesus. 
(2.) Lowly residence—Nazareth. 
(3.) Ignominious death—crucified. 
3. "He is risen; he is not here; be- 


hold the place where they laid him" 
(v. 6). 
These words throw light upon his 


birth, humility and shameful death. 
He who was born in lowly circum- 
stances, and suffered the shameful 
death of the cross, is DOW the con- 
queror of death. His 
resurrection 


gives meaning to his death. If Christ 
had not risen, then his death would 
have been meaningless. "If Christ be 
not risen, your faith is vain; ye are in 
your sins" (1 Cor. 15:17). 


4. "Go your way, tell his disciples 


and Peter" (v. 7). 


As =oon as it was known that Christ 


had risen from the dead, they were to 
t^ll it to the disciples. Knowledge of 
Christ's triumph involves the responsi- 
bility of witnessing concerning it. The 
disciples all needed this blessed news, 
hut Peter especially since he had so 
denied him. Wonderful grace, this! 


5. "He goeth before you into Gali- 


lee: there shall ye see him" (v. 7). 


Christ had told the disciples that he 


would arise from the dead and meet 
them in Galilee, but their unbelief 
kept them from this blessed truth. 


I I I . The Appearances of the Risen 


Chrfst (vv. 9-14). 


These appearances had as their ob- 


ject the restoration of the disciples 
from their awful failure and discour- 
agement and the convincing them, 
without the peradventure of a doubt, 
of Christ's resurrection. Since his 
resurrection was to be the central 
theme of apostolic preaching, it was 
necessary that they have certainty of 
knowledge as to this matter (Acts 
1 :3). 
Without the resurrection of 


Christ, his death would be meaning- 
less. Out of the ten or more appear- 
ances,. Mark selects three. 


1. To Mary Magdalene (vv. 9-11). 
Mary's heart responded to the Sa- 


viour's gracious deliverance of her 
from demons. Her sufferings were no 
doubt terrible. She is the first to the 
tomb. Her devotion is amply reward- 
ed by being the first to meet the risen 
Lord. Light will surely come to the 
heart that really loves the Lord, 
though the faith is weak. She went at 
once find told the sorrowing disciples, 
hut they refused to believe. 


2. To two disciples on the way to 


Emmaus (vv. 12, 13). 


Luke gives full particulars concern- 


ing 
this 
appearance. 
Jesus 
had 


walked, talked, and eaten with them, 
convincing them that the Lord is risen 
indeed (Luke 24:13-35). 
The testi- 


mony of such is trustworthy. 


3. To the eleven disciples (v. 14), 
IV. The Commission of the Risen 


Lord (vv. 15-18). 


After the disciples were convinced 


of the truth of his resurrection, Christ 
sent them forth to "preach the Gospel 


i to every creature." 


What a glorious and supreme task Is 


this! "He that believeth and is bap- 
tized shall be saved ; but he that beDev- 
eth not shall be damned (v. 16). 


$. The Activity of the Enthroned 


Christ (vv. 18-20). 


After giving the disciples their com- 


mission, he ascends on high, and from 
the unseen sphere directs their activi- 
ties. 
Wherever they went he con- 


firmed their word.
